Duty and Destiny. 

While our Dolo K ote§ are ut Ottawa 
nocoiialing a political union with the 
Dominion of Canada, and while our 
Governor is at San Pranoieco for the 
purpose cf concluding aoolhor kind of 
union, it behooves the people to remem- 
ber that they, too, have dutios and re* 
B|)otisibilities peculiar to tho hour— that 
tboy are not by aoy moans disinterested 
spectators; In 10 far as the lattor union 
is concerned, the duty of the colnni-ti 
will piohably not go beyond extending 
to tho immediate sutjoct- of it those 
expreiMons of hearty goodwill and loyal 
welcome b< fiilinR Bnch interesting oc 
caBions. But their relutions to tho for- 
mer and larger union are of a very dif- 
ferent character. In it thoy will bo a 
contracting pariy-tho party most in- 
terested, in fact. Such being tho case, 
surely it bco-iinoa the people to employ 
th" lew wet ks or montliB that may inn 
tervtne in serions consideration ot the 
weighty matters involved. Tbis duty 
muHt be tho more apparent in view ol 
the fact that, alter the terms of union 
shall have been negotiated and all iho 
marriage settlements, so to spouk, ar- 
ranged, British Columbia will bo | b d to 
thealtur (tho polls) and asked tho mo- 
mentous question,' Wilt thou, <fcc,» and 
it will devolvo upon hor to say, Yes or 
No. How important, then, that the 
people should well consider tlie whole 
subject. It may be thought by some 
that it will be time enough to consider 
the Bulject when it is definitely known 
whut terms Canada is prepared to «runt, 
This is doubtless to a ureal exieru tru<\ 
Yet it is noL wholly true. When the 
terms come back and are formally sub- 
mitted to the people, thon will doubt- 
less be tho time for fu I consideration 
and decisive action. But tbore is mu«h 
which ibe people would do well to em 
ploy the preBontcalm it) thinking about; 
lor it must bo remembered that the 
promulgation of the mulnal condi. 
lions wiil be the signal lor an exciting 
electioneering campuixo, when men's 
minds will, in u 11 probability, be iu 
a condition much less fuvorablo to 
culm and unbiased thought. There 
is another reason why all the thinking 
Should not be left till electioo times. 
The people will uot be invited to casta 
direct vote, aye or no, upon the terms 
Submitted. That vote is to bo givou by 
the representatives thoy may send lo 
iho new Counoil. The p-oplo are to 
•ay aye or no lo the question 'Do yon 
wa'jl Confederation upon the terms now 
futmitud to your" But thoy aro i<> 
say it. through th' ir representatives. If 
a majority of theso representatives should 
bu elected to promote Confederation 
then will the peop'e havo answered aye. 
But should a m jority bo elected to op- 
pose Confederal iiio, the answer of the 
people will huvo been no, Thus it will 
readily be seen bow important it is that 
thep<0ple sheuld exercise intelligent 
and discreet caution and judgment in 
tho HilcciiOR of those to whom ttiey 
delegate U>o right to say aye or no up* 
on a" subject so inti aiely connected 
with tho into and prosperity ol ihe col- 
ony. The first duty would uppoar to 
be the seKcUon ot men ef tried political 
integrity — men who have approved 
themselves capable of adhering to those 
piinciplos, whether baking in olliciai 
sunshine or shivering in the cold shudu* 
of the opposition, it will probably be 
desirable ul.-o to avoid two classes ot 
poliuciana : Tnoso who are uucouduion- 
ally and unreasoning!? epposed to L'on- 
feU oration on the one hand, and llinse 
who are unconditional'}' and uoreaaou- 
ingly in luvnr of Cunlederalion On the 
other. Should the poodle bo called up- 
ou to choose between these two ex. rem- 
ists, th<sj two evils, it is probable that 
they would find the la ter to be the 
letter, inasmuch us the culouj Would 
faro better at Ottawa than it could 
hope tu do at Downing street. But it 
is bo bo presumed that no such choice 
will bo neceBsary. that the eUotora will 
have no dilliouky in securing as their 
representatives at such an important 
political juncture thote who will only 
6eik to promote union with Canada 
upon terms clearly und unmistakably 
bentficiul to British Columbia — men 
wlio would scorn uliko to Bell 
their country to Canada or to a foreign 
power. Seeing that such gruve reapou- 
eii iinios and consequences must turn 
upon the next election, it is BUr^ly fitt- 
ing that the people ahoufj endeavor to 
realize their iruo position and respon- 
sibility, and not allow themselves to 
drift with listleHH indiiioreueo into this 
election, as it is to be lot red they havo 
done on borne lormer occasions. An- 
other mutter of very great imparlance, 
and which may perhaps b«* regarded as 
contingent upon or ancillary to the main 
question ol Cont deration, will also 
present itself to tlie people at the polls, 
either directly or through iboir repro- 
bentatives. Wo allude to tho question 
of Bell'-governmeul. Aud in what more 
practical or convincing way cau tho 
peoplu asrert their tiiuees for tno full 
exercise of those powers of soif-govoru- 
Hieni aceoidedto the other Provinces 
ot the Dominion, aye, oven to the new 
Province ot Mauitoba, than bv mukiug 
a discreet and intelligent use ol their 
franchise ai tho next election ? Dut tho 
colouists remember that it is by uio 
churaoter and abilities of tho men thoy 
send to the next Council thoy may be 
jtiuged as to their fitness lor seil-fcov- 
eiu'uVent. Verily, the tote tho people 
will shortly be called upon to cast win 
be a momentous oue. -Let them mako 
timely »ud fitiiufe preparation lor tho 



wi^e and conscientious dincharge of a 
duty upon which may hinge tho fate 
of empire— upon which must without 
doubt in groat part depend the pros- 
perity of this our adop ed oountry — 
our 'WeBtcni Homo.' Is it too muob, 
then, to expect that tho people will rise 
to tho great duty of the hour ? Bury- 
ing tho dry bones of detd political is» 
sues, and burying along with them more 
Self-seeking and utiBcmpuloUi pclilioal 
tricksters, let tho colonists seek to rise 
above local and party considerations, 
and, acting in tho name and on bohalf of 
their country, unito in odo common 
cause.
